Then I made this estimate: A 
barrel of flour of I pounds mads ■'. I 1 
pounds of bread; 'I : pound* of bread, if 
bought of the baker ia pound loaves at five 
eents, would have cost me $17 lo. My 
of dour eoet mo at the time of these 
between 17 aad $B. This is an ar- 
guteeut for baking one s bread instead of 
buying it. Evea at praaeat pricee much 
money would be saved by baking at home. 

But it used to bo rare to lad a Ave cent 
loaf that weighed over I t ounce* There- 
fore buyiag bread waa still more sxpensive 
• baa my oaloulatioa makes tt. In tkeee 
times Ive-oeat loaves wsigb 10 or lot 
ounces, sometimes lace, so that the priea a 
purchaser of baker s bread actually pays 
far a barrel of Hoar ia enormous. When 
flour is svaa $12 a barrel , the pure base of 
five-oeai loavse is equal to paying over 90S, 
the loavse weighing 1(H ounces. If you 
buy the nice tea rolls — such as are sold at 
noted liquor saloons ia the south part of 
the oity— you pay about $g6 a barrel for 
dour. Theae rolls are 12 oeata a dosen, and 
aery light. I think stioklsrs for very wkiu 
flour make a mtea ia their domeatio econo- 
my I never buy it, if flour with a shads 
of dark is perfectly sweet, aad I aovsr buy 
tbe higbeat price flour; yet I do aot see but 
I have very nine bread.

To Catob Sukbp-Killico Doos. — Tha 
country it overrun with worthless dogs, 
aad this is one of the chief reasons way 
many farmers do not raise more sheep. a It 
ia (boss men who own but Utile else, who 
keep the greatest number of dogs , faring 
seaatily at home, theae hungry ours roam 
the fields and make slaughter among neigh 
hern' flocks. But, while candidates for of- 
fice deaead oa tko voles of these men foraa 
eleetioa to tha Legislature, few of them pos- 
indepeadeace to vole for nay effi- 
eieat law for tbe protection of sheep against 
doga. It remains, then, for every farmer to 
employ suoh means ac will protect his own 
flocks upon his own premises. To do this, 
he has oaly to make a trap ia the form of 
a " rail pea," similar to that employed to 
eateh wild turkeys; oaly, ia the ease of 
og, the satranoe must be left on the 
top, instead of the bottom. When your 
(look is attacked, and a sheep has been 
killed, proceed at once to lay up a pen, and 
witk every course of rails gradually con- 
tract it toward the top, raising it until it is 
about Ave feet high, leaviag an opening on 
the lop sufficiently large for a dog to jump 
ith ease. Ia the center of the pen 
place the o area* a 0 f the dead sheep, and re- 
ie dock to some other part of the 
farm. The first or second night after the 
attack, tke same dog will ba quite sure to 
return for another fsast j finding the flock 
gone, but the oarenas remaining, be will 
enter the pen, but will not so readily man- 
age ia get nut. The owaer of the sheep eaa

In the discoveries of Captain Spoke, the 
world has finally the solution of a question 
which has occupied monarch*, poets, aad 
geographers, from lime immemorial; aad 
what Alexander the Great and Ptolemy 
Philadelpbus in vain essayed, baa been 
demonsl rated in our age by oaa whose 
perseverance must ever command our ad- 
miration and respect. 

Homer has described the Nile aa a stream 
descending from heavsn. Virgil appears 
to have fancied that it had its origin far 
ia Asia. Pliny imagined that il sprang 
from a mountain la Lower Mauritania. 
The general impression, however, of laUr 
years, haa been, that the mysterious and 
beneficient river, the holy Nile of the an- 
cients, had iu source in numerous lakoe 
among tke mountains of the Moon, a tow 
degrees aorth of the equator. 

It has been personified in several sUt- 
uea, particularly in a vary noble one of 
black marble, now in tke Vatican. Ha 
(tke Nile, personified i is distinguished by 
his large cornucopia, by the aphynx couched 
under him, and by ths sixteen little chil- 
dren playing around him. By the 
children me understood the several: 
of tbe Nile every year as far as to sixteen 
cubits. The black marbls is said to ba ia 
allusion to the Nile .t coming from Ethio- 
pia. The waters flow down from under his 
robe which conceals his uru, to denote 
that the head of this river was impenetra- 
ble. 

The Nile waa venerated by the ancient 
Egyptians, and when iu annual rising 
commenced they strewed its surface with 
lotus flowsrs, and performed various rites 

in honor of iu mystsrious j 
ternatural attributes. 



Captain Speke kaa clearly shown us that 
the river hoc its origin in the head waters 
of Lake N yanza, about 3° south of the 
equator. Ha describes us outlet from tha 
lake as the most interesting sight he had 
saea ia Africa Here tha river is about 
400 or oOO feet wide, and breaks over fails 
about twelve feet deep. 

He says: "Tha roar of ihe waters, the 
thousands of passenger fish leapiag at the 
falls with all their might, the Weeoga and 
Wagan.la fishermen coming out in boats 
and taking post on all the rocks with rod 
and. hook, hippopotami and crocodiles lying 
sleepily on ihe water, tha ferry at work 
above the fails, and cattle drivea down to 
drink at the margin of the lake, made ia 
all, with the pretty nature of the country 
hills, graasy-toppad, with trees 
in the folds, and gardens oa the lower 
slopes — as interesting a picture as one 
could wish to see. ' 

He thus sums up bis obeervatioaet "I 
•aw, without aay doubt, that old Father 
Nile rises in the Victoria fa yaaxa. Com- 
parative informatioa assured me that thera 
waa as much watsr on the easurn as oa 
the western side of the lake — if anything, 
rather more. The most remote waters, or 
top head nf ths Xilt, is the southern end 
of the lake, situated oloss oa the third de- 
gree of south latituds, which gives to tha 
Nile the surprising length, in direct meas- 
urement, rolling over thirty-four 
of latitude, of above two thousan. 
hundred miles. 

"Now, from the sou»hern point round 
by the wast to where the jrtat Nilo-streavm 
issues, there is only one feeder of any 
importance, and that is the hliungule riv- 
er, While from the southernmost point, 
round bj the east to the strait, thsre are 
mportance; for 
aver that 
Kiiimaad- 

jaro to the lake where it is cut by the sec- 
ond degree, and also ths first, degree of 
sooth '.atitu.de, there are salt lakes aad salt 
plains, and the country is hilly, not unlike 
Unyamueii; but they say there ware no 
great rivers, and the country waa so scant- 
ily watered, having only oeoaaioaal run- 
nels and rivulau, that they had always 
to make long marches in order to find wa- 
ter when they wentoa their trading jour- 
neys." 

Thus it has been left to this century, so 
fruitful in event*, to lift the veil that haa 
so long hung over the fountains of this oel- 
ebreied stream. Aad for this we may 
truly thank Cnpu»ia Speke and his faith- 
fuls, aad trust that, ere la 
Americans and Europeans 
posu all along its banks to i 
finally reveal to us all the secrets of 
tral Africa.

Cast-steel waa invented, Mr. _ 
us, by one Benjamin Huntsman, who 
born in Lincolnshire oounty ia 1704. 
He waa the son of German parents, and, 
when a boy, was noted for hia skill in mend- 
ing clocks and locks. In Lancaster he began 
making experiments in the improvement 
of steel, but it was many weary years be- 
fore the final result was achieved, aad al- 
though a hundred years have passed since 
Huniman s discovery, the description of 
fuel v coke, which he first applied for the 
purpose of making the steel, and the cru- 
cibles and furnaces which he used, were 
for the most part similar to those in use 
at the present day. Although the making 
of oast-steel, as invented by Benjamin 
Huntsman, is now conduotsd with greaur 
economy and dexterity, owing io in- 
1 experience, it is questionable

He hod token no potent for his invention, 
his only protection being in preserving his 
process as much a mystery as possible; all 
his workmen were pleged to inviolable ae- 
orosy, strangers were oarefully exeluded 
from bis works, nod the whole of his steel 
waa cast at night. 

Of course there were plenty of efforts — 
mnny of them dishonorable enough — to un- 
roll tbe secret. An iron-founder named 
Walker ot lost discovered it by adopting 
the ruse of disguising himself ana wander- 
ing "tramp."

Mr. Begg, who was sixty-eight 
or sixty-nine years of sge at the time of 
his decease, was the bob of Burns' sister, 
Isabella, well known to every reader of the 
poet s biographies. He received a liberal 
education, being Intended for the medical 
profession, but, owing to domestic affliction, 
he never took out his diploma Coming out 
to Canada, he uught school tor many yearn 
in Godenoh. township until ha was com- 
pelled, through physical infirmity, to retire 
to the retreat .ered him by the noble- 
hearted Dr. Cole. Mr. Begg inherited much 
of tbe peculiar genius ef his family ; was o 
greet lover of UU*$ Utfrtt, and, by the uni- 
form affability of his deportment, won for 
himself o great number of 
lived and died unmarried.
